U.S. EXPORT SALES 


Grain Exports Up for UNITED STATES. U.S. exports of wheat, corn, 
grain sorghum and soybeans continue to show gains. The following table 
compares accumulated exports and outstanding sales for similar periods in the 
1986/87 and the 1987/88 marketing years as reported under FAS's Export Sales 
Reporting Program. Data for 1986/87 are as of Dec. 4, 1986, while data for 
1987/88 are as of Dec. 3, 1987. Accumulated exports are commodities which 
have been sold and exported. Outstanding sales are commodities which have 
been solid but not yet exported. Data are measured in units of a thousand 
(metric tons/bales).

OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


MEXICO Eliminates Import Tariff on Cottonseed Oil. According to U.S. 
Embassy officials in Mexico City, Mexico has eliminated the ad valorem import 
tariff on cottonseed oil The old tariff was 10 percent, and the change took 
effect October 30. Import licenses, however, are still required. U.S. 
exports of cottonseed oil to Mexico totaled 9,213 metric tons in 1986.

Improved Access in SPAIN for U.S. Confectionery Sunflowerseed. 
Spanish officials have assured the U.S. agricultural counselor in Madrid that 
no restrictions are in place to impede imports of U.S. confectionery 
sunflowerseeds this year. This contrasts sharply with the situation last year 
when an informal mixing arrangement required purchase of two kilos of 
domestically produced seed for each kilo of imported product. The more 
liberal policy this year is attributed primarily to the substantially smaller 
1987 Spanish crop which was reduced largely due to shift of production from 
confectionery sunflowerseed to oil-producing varieties. No official 
Statistics are available on the 1987 Spanish confectionery sunflowerseed crop, 
but it may be off by as much as a third from last year. In 1986, exports of 


U.S. confectionery sunflowerseed to Spain were limited to only 3,600 metric 
tons.

Air Safety Measures To Go Into Effect at Ports in SPAIN. The press 
in Spain reports that soybean import companies located in eight of the 13 
Spanish ports where soybeans are handled will be required to adopt measures to 
control dust emissions resulting from the unloading of beans from ships. This 
action is the result of a report prepared after an asthma outbreak in 
Barcelona last September which some sources attributed to soybean dust. 
Although details of the safety measures are not yet fully known, U.S. Embassy 
officials in Madrid believe that importers will be able to meet the 
requirements but in some cases this will be difficult. 


DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


SOVIET Meat Production Continues High in October. In the USSR, 
January-October meat production on state and collective farms was up 5 percent 
compared with the same period in 1986, according to a report from the U.S. 
agricultural attache in Moscow. Output of both beef and pork was up 6 
percent, output of poultry meat was up 5 percent while sheep and goat meat 
production was down 1 percent. Milk production on state and collective farms 
for the same period was up 2 percent due to increased output per cow. Output 
of eggs was up 4 percent compared with the same period of 1986. Most of the 
increase in egg production is attributed to increased hen numbers. 


November 1 livestock numbers on state and collective farms continue 
to be generally lower than the year-earlier level. Cattle numbers were 
reported at 95.4 million head, 1.1 million below 1986. Cow numbers, at 28.8 
million head, were down 0.4 million. Hog numbers were reported at 60.1 
million head, down 2.4 million head from last year. Poultry numbers were 
reported to have increased 2 percent compared to Nov. 1, 1986.

COTTON AND FIBERS 


Cotton Export Pace Quickens in the UNITED STATES. Official October 
U.S. cotton exports increased to 367,000 bales, a gain of 17 percent over 
September and the highest October level since 1979. Japan, the European 
Community and South Korea were the leading destinations. FAS' Export Sales 
Reporting Program reports export movement increased in November, reaching 
492,000 bales (469,000 running bales) for the four-week period ending November 
26. Total 1987/88 exports are forecast at 7.2 million bales. 


FRUITS 


POLAND Has Smaller Apple Crop. Poland's 1987/88 apple crop is 
expected to be approximately one-third below the record volume of 1.9 million 
tons harvested last season, according to the U.S. agricultural counselor in 
Warsaw. The 1987/88 harvest is currently estimated at only 600,000-700 ,000 
tons due to the unusually severe 1987 winter that killed approximately 10 
million of Poland's apple trees. The reduction in output has sharply 
increased both wholesale and retail prices. Apple prices are currently 
averaging five to six times higher than those quoted in November of last year. 


CREDIT NOTES 


GSM-103 Action Announced for MOROCCO. USDA announced an additional 
$8.0 million in GSM-103 intermediate export credit guaranatees for sales of 
U.S. wheat to Morocco in fiscal 1988. This action increases the total 
guarantees announced for wheat sales in fiscal year 1988 to $4.8 million.

GSM-102 Action Announced for TUNISIA. USDA announced an additional 
$24 million in GSM-102 export credit guarantees covering sales of U.S. 
vegetable oil (soybean, cottonseed, peanut, linseed, corn and sunflowerseed ) 
to Tunisia in fiscal 1988. The additional guarantees increase the total 
fiscal year GSM-102 program for Tunisia from $25 to $49 million. 


REKKK 


Public Law 480 Agreement Signed With SRI LANKA. Sri Lanka signed a 
$12 million Public Law 480, Title I agreement for approximately 110,000 tons 
of wheat on convertible local currency credit terms.

WEEKLY EXCHANGE RATE DEVELOPMENTS 


During the week ending December 11, the dollar declined against most 
major currencies, falling to new lows against the Japanese yen and the West 
German mark. The rapid decline of the dollar was the result of an unexpected 
rise in the October U.S. trade deficit of nearly $3.6 billion. The October 
trade deficit reached $17.63 billion, exceeding the September shortfall of 
$14.08 billion and the previous record of $16.47 billion in July.

WORLD FOOD PRICES 


Food Prices Vary Widely in WORLD Capitals. The total price figure 
for 15 surveyed products varied widely among the 16 world capitals reported on 
recently by U.S. agricultural counselors or attaches. Ten cities reported 
increases while six reported a decrease in the cost of the total market basket 
survey price. Much of the variation in the surveyed prices was due to 
fluctuations in the local currency/dollar exchange rate. 


Buenos Aires showed the most significant price decline of any 
surveyed capital, with food prices off 19 percent since May. Most of the 
decline can be attributed to a 121 percent rise in the value of the U.S. 
dollar against the Argentine austral. 


Mexico City showed the most significant increase in the total price 
figure since the last survey, increasing 16 percent. This sharp rise is due 
to an estimated inflation rate of 125-130 percent in 1987 along with higher 


input costs for beef, pork and poultry production which were passed on to 
consumers. 


It is important to keep in mind when comparing these prices that they 
reflect purchases more typical of U.S. consumers rather than those of other 
capitals. Differences in quality, packing and seasonal variation in supply 
also will affect any strict comparison between prices.

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This survey is taken in 15 world capital cities in May and November 
of each year. The retail prices quoted were derived by averaging retail 
prices for each food product taken from randomly sampled supermarkets within 
each capital's metropolitan area.
